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Commissioner for Patents 
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Examiner Dinh initiated an interview with Applicant's representative, Paul Kegley, on 
April 20, 2009 to propose and discuss amendments to the application. 

The proposed amendments include combining the subject matter of claim 7 with 
independent claim 1, cancelling claims 7 and 8, combining the subject matter of claim 1 1 
with independent claim 10, cancelling claim 1 1 and 12, and cancelling claims 17-20 and 
claims 28-33. Additional proposed amendments include changing "for determining" in 
claim 1 to "to determine", changing "for testing" in claim 10 to "to test", and changing 
the title to reflect the nature of the claims. 

Applicant's representative accepted the proposed amendments during a phone interview 
on April 21, 2009.
